KEEPING MATHEMATICALLY 
CORRECT 


A TEACHER of psychology once displayed on 


the wall of his study a column of small num- 
bers with a mistake in the sum to see how 
many persons calling on him would be mentally alert 
enough to discover the mistake and call his attention 
to it. He was surprised to find how many persons 
would make the effort to add the numbers. At the 
side of the sum he had written the word “correct.” 
§ Possibly that word challenged the thought of those 
who saw it. 
If you were to see the numbers 17, 23, and 34 in 
§ acolumn and 77 given as their sum and marked cor- 
rect, you would go over them quickly in your mind 
and see that they total 74. There would be a little 
3 disquiet in your mind until you had made the correc- 
tion or had helped the person responsible for the 
mistake. The mental reaction would be but one 
Hof two reactions you would have. The second 
§ would be a deep conviction and ‘assurance that you 
were right. You would feel that your conclusion 
was “mathematically” correct because you would 
know that you could rely upon the principles of 
mathematics to back you up in your solution. In 
detecting the mistake and correcting it you would 
feel an inner sense of victory that you had overcome 
a negative belief through the power of principle. 
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We come to know the teachings of Christ and 
Truth, the science of prayer, as “mathematically” cor- 
rect in a similar way. When we understand, are 
acquainted with, and apply the principles of Truth 
that Jesus knew and applied, we are able to keep our 
thought and our world mentally and objectively in 
order. We keep mentally straight when there is no 
mental standard but the principles of Truth. No 
false belief can abide in our mind when there is no 
compromise with falsity. There can be no principle 
of falsity; hence, erroneous beliefs, beliefs contrary 
to the Truth of Christ, cannot deceive us and prevent 
us from being mathematically correct and scientific 
in the Truth sense. 

When we have figures to add, we depend upon 
the principle of addition or shall we say the principle 
of increase. Foolish indeed would be the person 
needing to find an increase when he added the figures 
together who should apply some so-called law that 
would cause his figures to show a decrease. If he 
added 23 and 34 together, he would be ignorant and 
foolhardy if he accepted 47 as their sum just because 
his associates, who were not mathematically logical 
in their thinking, thought that the incorrect total was 
correct and that he should be contented with a de 
crease. We should consider him superstitious if he 
believed that the mistake or the decrease was the will 
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KEEPING MATHEMATICALLY CORRECT 5 


of the god of his religion or that he thought he found 
favor in the sight of this god, this principle of mis- 
takes, if he believed that the decrease brought with 
it holiness and divine grace. 


The student of Truth who has a health problem 
to handle must keep his thinking mathematically 
correct as well as his application of the Christ prin- 
ciple to his problem. Even though the whole world 
argues against his principle, he must be loyal to it. 
He must be scientific in his thinking. He must rely 
absolutely upon his principle. He must have the in- 
ner assurance and deep conviction that there is no 
other principle, no principle of mistakes or evil, to 
prevail against his one principle of Truth and health. 


Christ on the one hand is loving and tender. On 
the other He is dependable in time of prayer, as ac- 
curate and scientific as the accuracy and science of the 
prayer that is His. He comes to man in a world of 
mixed thought and divergent opinions and gives him 
a standard of thought by which he can separate the 
chaff from the wheat, false beliefs from Truth. A 
study of His teachings, His Truth, gives to man a 
guiding principle that makes no compromise with er- 
tor. Man cannot accept disease as Truth when he 
listens to and obeys the word of Christ. Truth can- 
not make him go mentally astray, it cannot bind him 
to false arguments. Truth liberates him. 








MARKSMANSHIP 


HE LIFE of many persons is but a series of ups 
fi and downs, failures and successes, occasions of 

falling short of or measuring up to some mark. 
We see about us those who seem to be expert in 
their marksmanship, who measure up to our ideal 
of successful living. On the other hand, there are 
many instances of persons whose main “success” 
seems to lie in always falling short of what is ex- 
pected of them! 


The subject of sin interests us in this relation. 
Teachers and writers of all time have observed that 
man falls short of an ideal when he sins. Paul 
taught: “All have sinned, and fall short of the glory 
of God.” They fall short of the mark that God has 
placed before them when they become in appear- 
ance something else than He expects of them as His 
children. In this connection the old proverb ‘A miss 
is as good as a mile’ comes to mind. We see that 
man either measures up to what God expects of him 
or else he misses the mark. 


In the Metaphysical Bible Dictionary sin is de- 
fined as “missing the mark; falling short of the di- 
vine law. The divine law is the law of God, the 
law of Being; it is the underlying principle of every 
man’s being and of the universe. Sin is a departure 
from the law of our being.” Many persons think 
of sin as involving only immoral acts and especially 
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MARKSMANSHIP 


deeds that harm themselves or others. In the pas- 
sage quoted we see that what one does or does not do 
does not in itself constitute all of the sin involved. 
The sin lies in the failure to measure up to a certain 
standard, a failure to hit the mark. 


The matter of trying hard is commendable only 
if it brings results. The first prize, however, goes 
not to him who has tried hard and lost but only to 
him who has won. The virtue lies not in trying 
hard but in succeeding. On the other hand, the force 
of sin that we have to reckon with is not decreased 
because of our excuses or the discouragements we 
have encountered. Many times a teacher sympathetic 
toward a student because he has tried hard would 
like to give him the prize for accomplishment, but 
if the student falls short of accomplishment, he must 
not expect to be entitled to the prize. 


In the study of Truth we keep before us the per- 
fect pattern of divine sonship. We seek not to 
measure up halfway but to accomplish what God 
has intended that we should accomplish. We seek 
perfect health because that is the perfect mark. We 
know that we ‘fall short of the glory of God,” the 
glory of expressing perfect health, when we sin, 
when we fall short in consciousness of health. 


The absolute position in metaphysical treatment 
does not compromise with any power that flaunts 
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itself as on a par with God. We must think of God 
as all power and of all that seems in opposition to 
Him as powerless. In our marksmanship we must 
consider only the perfect pattern and the goal. We 
must not let our eyes be fixed upon anything short of 
the mark. 


The person who wants to succeed must keep suc- 
cess in mind. If he keeps in mind what he would 
do if he fails to succeed, he may find himself failing 
and compelled to take something short of the mark 
of success. The motorist who keeps his eye on the 
thing he should not run into finds that he heads for 
it. Many persons are so occupied in thinking about 
what they should not do that they fall short of the 
mark they should shoot at and hit. 


Many men do not succeed because they lack the 
measure of prosperity consciousness that assures com- 
plete success. They fall short in consciousness and 
consequently fall short in tangible supply. They al- 
most hit the bull’s-eye but do not quite do so. The 
individual who makes a complete success in life is 
backed by a full-rounded consciousness of life. 


Do you see that, considered from a metaphysical 
standpoint, the sinner is any one who fails to measure 
up to the standard God has put before him? If he 
falls short of the glory of God that comes to him 
through perfect consciousness of Truth, he sins.

modern world of strenuous living and extra 

demands of finding that something seemingly 
impossible to perform has to be done! In the 
language of the magician, we have to “‘pull out of 
the hat” ways and means for performing the task, 
we have to look beyond the usual resources to find 
the solution to our problems. “Out of the hat,” 
adapted to metaphysical usage, becomes to us “out 
of our mental and spiritual resources.” 


| ro OFTEN we have the experience in this 


Few indeed must be those who do not find at 
times that only a miracle will accomplish the task, 
solve the problem, bring about healing, restore a 
broken friendship. We may define a miracle as an 
event in the physical world that is beyond explana- 
tion from a physical standpoint, an event that can- 
not be accounted for or produced except by the 
action of a supernatural force. A miracle, we can 
see, does not reveal to us the mechanics of its oper- 
ation. It is something that takes place in an in- 
visible or indefinable way, and the ordinary standards 
of man’s objective life cannot be applied to it. 


Instead of despairing when you are seemingly at 
your wit’s end, have you thought of giving yourself 
and your affairs to Christ? You must have found 
before this that man may work to his wit’s end, but 
Christ takes up His work at that point and carries

it through to completion and success. Man in turn 
exclaims that a miracle has been performed when 
Christ has only been showing and demonstrating to 
him how to use supernatural and higher laws. 


The metaphysician understands the law of the 
miracle. It is the law of Spirit in operation, work- 
ing beyond the usual explanation of human reason- 
ing. It is the law of faith working independently 
of man’s doubt. It is the law of the invisible bring- 
ing into visibility that which man previously be- 
lieved could not be brought into visibility. It is 
God’s answering, ‘I can do all things,” when man 
has said, “It can’t be done.” It is Christ's hearing 
man’s despair and lending to and bestowing upon 
man His own wisdom and strength. 


The law of miracles, based upon the universal 
and eternal law of God, is not one that was in effect 
only in Palestine nineteen or twenty centuries ago. 
It is the law of God used by Christ in the heart of 
man wherever man may be, whatever may be his 
difficulty. We can see that the law of miracles is a 
law of and for human needs, a law of desperate cases, 
a law of final recourse. 


In applying the law of miracles to your affairs 
or problems Christ makes but this simple demand 
of you: that you do not question how He will do the 
work, that you do not outline to Him how He shall 
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do the work you have not succeeded in doing. You 
are not to wonder how or why or when Christ will 
work. You are to keep such questions and doubts 
out of mind. You are to make your mind an open 
channel for receptivity, free from the barriers of 
question and doubt. 


Our performing a miracle is really a matter of 
our not doing anything ourselves, a matter of giving 
ourselves entirely into the hands and care of Christ. 
We become silent and patient witnesses to the work 
of Christ. We stand aside and see Him perform 
a miracle. We see Him produce for us a coin as 
once He produced one from the mouth of a fish when 
money for taxes was needed. We hear Him saying. 
“Peace, be still,”’ to the troubled waters of our mind 
and affairs. We behold Him multiplying loaves and 
fishes, increasing the supply of our daily bread. 


Instead of thinking of a miracle as something 
entirely foreign to our affairs, should we not rather 
think of our life and affairs as made up of a series 
of miracles? Could it not be true that we have be- 
come so used to miracles that we fail to appreciate 
them? Is it not a miracle that we live so abundantly ? 
Is it not a miracle that we have recourse to Christ 
who will supply us with whatever we need and de- 
sire, whenever we want it, and in abundant measure? 


Perform a miracle? The difficulty would seem

} to be to do anything else. Man through false edu- 


cation has thought himself away from the miracle 
consciousness. He has thought of himself as living 
in a world without miracles, in a world apart from 
Christ. He needs to live with Christ and in the mir- 
acle consciousness. He needs to live in the realiza- 
tion that the real world is one of miracles. 


If we think of ourselves as living in the world of 
miracles, we find them on every hand. We know 
that that which seems impossible to ordinary reason- 
ing is but the signpost to a miracle. We realize that 
miracles only appear when human reasoning meets 
defeat. Miracles appear only when we are willing 
to cease wondering how and when help will come 
and when we are ready to give ourselves entirely 
to the care of Christ. 


There are those who say that their world has 
been a world of miracles since they took up the 
study of Truth and found out about miracles. They 
have found that Christ works for us when we have 
seemingly come to the end of our efforts. 


Thinking about miracles helps us to get out of 
the belief in the impossible. We cease trying to 
wonder how Christ will bring good into our life. We 
cease wondering when help will come. We are will- 
ing to rest from our own fruitless efforts and worry- 
ing and to let Christ work in and through us. 
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As my faith in Christ in the midst of me 
increases, I am free from all doubt and 


unbelief. 


we find that we are relieved of doubt. We can 

no longer doubt His power and goodness. We 
rise Out of unbelief as we find we have more and 
more faith in Christ. We cease to believe in evil, 
sin, disease, fear, and failure when our faith in 
good, love, joy, health, and plenty is increased. 

Faith like muscles increases through exercise. 
Those of little faith have but to use it in order to 
have it increase. They need but have faith in little 
things in order to find that their faith has so increased 
that it can be exercised in larger things. The devel- 
opment of their faith often takes place without their 
being conscious of it.

What do you place your faith in? Do you believe 
that evil in some guise is mightier than Christ? Do 
you center your faith in things of the world external 
to you or in Christ in the midst of you? Do you cen- 
ter your faith in some power in the world about you 
or do you have absolute faith in Christ?

E THINK of bondage as of different kinds 
\/ 228 as appearing in various guises, but the 

only bondage is that to adverse belief. Man 
finds himself in bondage when he believes that per- 
sons and things of the world have power to enslave 
him. His bondage is not directly to the thing but to 
his own mesmerizing thought. His freedom comes 
not when there is a change in the attitude of the 
thing toward him but when his own attitude changes 
from belief in bondage to the truth of freedom. 


Our first step toward freedom comes when we 
realize that our bondage is entirely a matter of 
thought. Likewise our freedom is a matter of change 
in thinking and it involves an acceptance of a cer- 
tain freedom that has always been ours. Man, al- 
though free in Christ, mesmerizes himself into be- 
lieving that persons and things of the external world 
have power to take his freedom from him.

Those who are peaceful sense a certain inner 
presence of peace that things of the outer world can- 
not destroy. They abide in a certain consciousness 
of peace against which nothing in all the world can 
prevail. They abide in the realization that the pro- 
found peace of the inner presence cannot be affected 
by the state of things of the world about them. 

Those who know Christ lead peaceful lives. They 
have an environment of peace. The presence of 
Christ infolds them with peace because a great peace 
fills their heart. The peace of Christ appears in their 
life as indicative of the peace they have within them- 
selves. Christ bestows peace upon them because they 
are loyal to Him and turn often to His peace.
